as bestowed by God's grace and not 
by parliament's or people’s assemblies 
and laid a lance against the present 
movement for women suffrage, is the

Sharp Criticism for Kaiser. 

The leading organs of the German 
press devote extended comment to it, 
generally criticising the emperor’s ut- 
terances, and there are indications 
that the discourse will have a deep 
political effect on the country, nearly 
all the Berlin papers discussing the 
subject in connection with the political 
crisis of November, 1908, when the 
publication by The London Daily Tel- 
egraph of an interview with the em- 
peror aroused a storm against the 
uncontrolled public’ speaking of the 
emperor.

Engineer John C. Pope, of 
Moultrie, and Four Negroes 
Meet Instant Death Near 
Pecan City When Freight Col- 
lides With Log Train. 


Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Engineer John C. Pope, running on a 
Georgia Northern freight, and four 
megro laborers on a log train belong- 
ing to Corbett & Taylor, of Bridge- 
boro,: were killed early tonight in a 
head-on at Pecan City, 7 
miles below’ Albany. Two other ne- 
groes were seriously and’ a number 
slightly injured. 
Struck a Switch. 

Thirty negro laborers had been cut- 
Pecan City ‘during 
engine and flat car 
had come up from Bridgeboro to take 
them home for the night, running ,in- 
to a Siding to await passage of the 
freight, which was running toward 
Albany. 

When the freight, running about 25 
miles an hour-struck the switch it 
dashed into the siding, the two engines 
coming together with a tremendous 
crash. Engineer Pope and his negro 
fireman jumped, the latter escaping 
serious injury, bUt Pope wastripped by 
some blocks of wood on which he 
landed and fell under his train. His

Two Persons Dead and 
| Three Others Injured. 


Only Quickness of Conductor 
Saved Crowded Street Car 
From Following Auto to Fate. 
Grade Crossing and a Raised 
Gate Responsible for Tragedy 


Paterson, N. J., August 26.—A grade 
crossing, a raised gate, an express 
train and an automobile in collision; 
two dead and three .injured*such is 
the summary tonight of a fatal acci- 
dent that narrowly missed being a ca- 
tastrophe. 

Only the promptness of a trolley con- 
ductor in throwing a derailing switch 
saved the moving car, heavily loaded 
with passengers, from following the 
more nimble automobile to the same 
fate. 

Aibert Froelich, of this city, driving 
the automobile, and his daughter Hen- 
rietta, 16 years old, were killed. Ches- 
ter Foyle, 11 years of age, an ac- 
quaintance, has serious interna] in- 
juries and may die. Albert Froelich, 
Jr.. was thrown to a distance and got 
up unhurt. Froelich and his daughter 
were both hurled against telegraph 
poles. The father was killed instantly 
and the daughter lingering a few mo- 
ments.

Boyd Thompson and William 
Snyder Shoot Out an Old 
Quarrel, Both Being Mortally 
Wounded--By-Stander Struck 
by Stray Bullet. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 26.— 
Boyd ‘Thompson, a prominent young 
court reporter, was shot and fatally 
wounded here tonight, and William 
Snyder, the other participant in the 
duél, probably will die as a result of 


his injuries. 

The shooting occurred on Market 
street, the main business thorough- 
fare of the city, while it. was crowded. 
Charles Hensley, a lawyer of Dayton, 
who-r»was across the street, received a 
slight wound by a stray bullet. 

The trouble is the result of an old 
grudge. Ten days ago Thompson fired 
three shots at Snyder within a block 
of the scene of tonight's tragedy. All 
the shots went wild. 

The two men have been anticipating 
further trouble since that time. 

In tonight's affray ten shots were 
fired and a panic ensued among the 
crowa an the street. After Snyder 
had emptied his pisto!] at Thompson 
latter staggered to a drug store 
a hundred yards away. 
lowed, reloading his pistol as he ran. 
Thompson fell to the sidewalk, when 
Snyder leveled his gun at the pros- 
trate form. Bystanders interfered and 
wrested the pistol from Snyder's hand. 

All three of the wounded men were 
hurried to a hospital for treatment, 
but there is no hope for the recovery 
of either Snyder or Thompson. The 
former received three bullets and the 
latter four. 


Saloonkeeper Kills Negro.

Colonel Says Corporations 
Should Have Square Deal, 
But As They Have No Votes 
They Must Not Be Allowed 
to Own Public Officials. 
Great Crowds Greet Him. 


Grand Island, Neb., August 26.—The 
west gave ex-President Rooseyelt a 
warm greeting today, the people gath- 
ered in crowds at all places at which 
he stopped on his journey across Iowa 
and part of Nebraska, rang bells, toot- 
ed whistles, played bands and cheered. 
They stood on roofs, climbed tele- 
graph poles and scrambled on top of 
cars On the sidings to see him, when 
the crowds on the ground grew so 
large that there was no other way. 
They began their welcome before Col- 
onel Roosevelt was out of bed and 
kept it up.until long after dark. © 

When the day was done Colonel 
Roosevelt said he was greatly 
pleased by the way the people of the 
west had welcomed him back again. 
He will arrive in Cheyenne, Wyo., in 
the morning and will make the sec- 
ond set speech of his western tour there 
in the afternoon at the cowboys’ car- 
nival. 

In Raincoat and Slippers. 

The colonel] was up early; he had to 
be, for he was called out of bed by th 
people of Marshalitown, Iowa, whb 
had gone before breakfast to see hip 
and would not be denied. Clag a 
raincoat and slippers, he made the first 
speech of the day at 6:45 a. m. 

After brief remarks, frequently. in- 
terrupted by cheering, he protested 
against the actipn of photographers 
wht brought their cameras inte ac- 
tion. “It is an outrage,” he said, ‘’to 
take my picture in this garb.” 

From then on it was almost a con-_ 
tinuous performance, for at every 
point at which the train stopped a 
speech was demanded. The ‘colonel 
kept on talking until his voice be- 
gan to grow husky and he was urged 
to stop. 

At Lunlap, Iowa, someone pulled the 
bell cord just as Colonel Roosevelt got: 
On the back platform and with his 
arm held aloft, in his characteristie 
pose, was about to speak. ‘The train 
pulled out, leaving the people stand- 
ing in opened-mouth disappointment. 
At Logan, the next point, Colonel 
Roosevelt was allowed tess than a 
minute for his speech, but he made 
such good use of it that thereafter 
attempts to suppress bis speech were 
given up.

| IN THE FIRE ZONE 


Already the Total Num- 
ber Is Over 200. 


And Every Report Adds to the 
List--lt Is Probable the Exact 
Number Who Have Perished 
Will Never Be Known--Tragic 
Stories Told by Survivors. 


Spokane, Wash., August 26.—The fol- 
lowing are the revised figures on the 
forest fire dead: | 

United States forest employees, in- 
cluding Halme’ 16 men, 136; loggers 
and settlers, St Joe Valley, Idaho, 
50; at Bullion Mine, Montana, fire- 
fighters, 8; at Wallace, idaho, 4; at 
Newport, Wash., 8; at Mullan, Idaho, 
and Spokane, 3. Total, 204. 

Telegraphic communication with the 
St. Joe Valley of Idaho has been re 
stored, but it i# not yét possible to 
verify the reports of large lose of life 
among fire-fighters, additional to the 
65 reported by the government officers. 
The estimate of over 200 dead in the 
three states is adhered to by those 
most familiar with the situation. 

Tragic Stories Told.

Gifford Pinchot Talks of 
Northwestern Horror. 


Says Fires Are Preventable, 
and That Heyburn, Monde 
and Others, Who Have. Op- 
posed Forest Service, Have 
Been Fighting on Side of Fires

Washington, August 26.—-Gifford 
Pinchot, ef the National Conservation 
Association, and former head of the 
government forest service, in a state- 
ment issued today, holds that the loss 
of property and life in the recent end 
present forest fires was unnecessary. 

“The disastrous resuits,” he says, 
“are traceable to the unpreparednews 
to deal with the fire situation.” Hv 
scores members of congress who have 
opposed appropriations for the proper 
equipment of forest rangers, and An 
that connection names Senator Héy- 
burn, of Idaho, whose home town, Wai- 
lace, Idaho, suffered serious loss; Se- 
ator Carter, of Montana; and Reprs- 
sentative Mondell, of Wyomin. The 
statement follows: 

“Il am proud of the splendid work 
the men of the forest service have 
been doing against the western forest 
fires. Many of them have given their 
lives to protect the homes of settiers 
and the forests on which the prosper- 
ity of the western people depend. To 


| my mind, their conduct is beydna al 


praise. 
Fires Are Preventable. 

“Forest fires are preventable. It is 
a good thing for us to remember at 
this time that nearly or quite all of 
the loss, suffering and death these 
fires have caused, ig wholly unneces 
Sary. <A fire jn the forest is the same 
kind of a thing as a fire in the city. 
There is only one way to fight either 
The fire department of every city is 
organized with the prime idea of get- 
ting to the fire when it is young. So 
with forest fires. The time to conquer 
them is before they grow strong. If 
4 forest is equipped with roads, trails 
telephone lines and reasonable number 
of men for patrol, there is no more 
likelihood that great fires will be abie 
to get started than there is that great 
confiagrations like the Chicago fire 
will wet started in a city with a mod- 
ern fire department. Under rare cir- 
cumstances they may, but the chances 
are against it. 

Service Has Done Wonders. 

“The forest service has done won- 
ders with-its handful of devoted men. 
It has put out every year many thou- 
sands of small fires, any one of which 
under favorable conditions might have 
developed into a conflagration which 
ten thousand men could not stop. 
This year, because of the great drouth, 
the worst in much of the west for 
more than twenty years, there were 
too many fires and too few rangers. 

“The men in congrea’s like Heyburn, 
Carter and Monday, who have made 
light of the efforts of the forest sérvice 
to prepare itself to prevent just such 
a calamity as this, have in effect been 
fighting on the side of the fires against

Owing to the bitter opposition of a large element in the medical 
profession, Mr. Strauss decided to give up the crusade he had under- 
taken for the gréat purpose of saving the poor children of that great 
city. In addition to seventeen milk depots in New York, Mr. Strauss 
has maintained. one tn Berlin. : 

His scheme was attacked as being of doubtful value, and some 
of his critics were most aggressive in. their assaults. |

High Officials of Illinois 


Central on Trial. 


First Witness Brings in Name 
of Rawn and Tells of Organi- 
zation of Company to Rob 
Illinois Central by Rendering 
Fraudulent Bills for Repairs. 


Chicago, August 26.—Attorneys for 
three former high officials of the Illi- 
noils Central railroad, Frank B. Harri- 
man, fomerly general manager; John 
M. Taylor, storekeeper Charles I. Ew- 
ing, superintendent of the lines of the 
Ohio river, received a setback on the 
first day of their criminal trial today 
when Judge Bruggemeyer refused the 
defendants a bill of particulars or a 
change of venue. 

The men are charged with partici- 
pating in frauds by which the railroad 
is alleged to have been mulcted out of 
more than $1,000,000, through inflated 
car repair bills. After listening to ar- 
guments, Judge Bruggemeyer an- 
nounced that testimony would be taken 
and reserved the right to hear argu- 
ments later as to a bill of particulars. 

Names of Officials Brought In. 

Despite objections by attorneys for 
the defense, the names of Ira J. Rawn, 
former president of the Monon, who 
met death recently by a bullet wound; 
J. E. Bunker and William Renshaw, 
former superintendents of machinery 
of the IlMnois Central, were brought 
into the case in the testimony of Phil 


Reuther, former general manager of 
the Osterman Car Company, now em- 
ployed 4s a contracting engineer of the 
Illinois Central. His testimony was 
placed in the record, but the court as- 
serted it might be stricken out later, 
if attorneys for the prosecution failed 
to prove it material. ; 

Reuther testified as to the organiza- 
tion of the Osterman Company, a. con- 
cern to which Illinots Central cars were 
sent for repairs. He declared he had 
been ousted from his position as gen- 
eral manager and director that John 
M. Taylor, one of the defendants, might 
be made director. 

Counsel for the defense sought to 
prevent further examination of the 
witness, asserting that the Osterman 
Company was not on trial. 

Alleged Fraudulent Bilis. 

“What do you expect to prove of this 
witness?” was asked of Mr. Fisher. 

“I mean to show,” he answered, “that 
material was sent the Osterman Com- 
pany by Taylor, which was not paid 
for and that fraudulent bills subse- 


quently were rendered that the Illinois 
Central Company paid.”’ 

Reuther then narrated a conversation 
he declared Osterman had held with 
him, in which the car company’s head 
told of presenting Taylor with a block 
of 2,000 shares in the company, adding

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~ MABRINGE LAWS 


Conithission Holds Im- 
portant Session. 


j 
Uniform Law Regarding De- 
sertion Was Favorably Pass- 
ed Upon---It Will Be Submit- 
ted to Different State i 
latures*for Adoption. : 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 26.—The 
commission on uniform state laws now 
in conference in the federal building, 
had one of the most important sessions 
in its history today. 

The principal work of the session 
was th@report of the committee on 
marriage and divorce, including the 
second .tentative drafts of acts on the 
subjects of marriages and licenses to 
marry and family desertion and non- 
support. These reports were prepared 
under the direction of the commission- 
ers of uniform state laws in national 
conference. It is believed that the 
formulated acts will be generally ac- 
cepted by the different state legisla- 
tures. 


Publish the Bans. 

The longest steps in advance of ex- 
isting laws attempted to be taken by 
the committee on marriage and 4di- 
vorce in its drafts of a marriage act 
proved that something in the nature 
of bans be published as prerequisites 
of a valid marriage. The object of 
the provision is to take the matter to 
a court for adjudication as to the valid- 
ity of the objection. This at first 
glance appeared revolutionary, but 
upon inspection will be found to be 
along the line of previous legislation 
in’a few states, although it is an ad- 
vance over all such legislation. 

Just before adjournment at noon to- 
day, the commission, after a thorough 
discussion, adopted the act relating to 
dq@ertion and non-support of wife by 
husband, or children by father, or 
mother. The act makes desertion 
without lawful excuse a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine not exceeding 
$500, or imprisonment not exceeding 
two years, or both, in the disctetion of 
the court. The act will be submitted to 
various states for adoption by their 
legislatures. 

Child Labor Law. 

The committee proposing the laws, 
with the conference acting as a com- 
nrittee of the wholé, are Edw. W. Frost, 
chairman; J. R. Thornton, Louisi- 
ana; Senecca M. Taylor, Missouri; F. 
L. Siddons, District of Columbiay Rob- 
ert Snodgrass, Pennsylvania; John R. 
Emery, New Jersey, and Ernest 
Freund, Illinois. 

The report of the special committee 
on uniform child labor law will be 
presented and discussed by the confer- 
ence tomorrow morning. The confer- 
ence will be addressed by Owen L. 
Lovejoy, of Georgia, general secretary 
of the Child Labor Association. 


Amoskeag Mills Shut Down. 

Manchester, N. H., August 26.—Fif- 
teen thousand employees of the Amos- 
keag Cotton Manufacturing Company 
were thrown out of work today, when 
the seventeen mills of the plant closed 
for a period of fifteen days. Curtail- 
ment of production was the reason of 
the shut-down. 


Cholera in Russia. 

St. Ptersburg, August 26.—A slight 
improvement in cholera conditions in 
southern Russiais shown by the lates’ 
reports to the government sanitary 
bureau and to the Red Cross. This is 
taken as a sign that the epidemic is 
now on the wane. Reports to the san- 
itary bureau for the week of August 
14 to 20, inclusive, ive 16,106 new 
cases and 7.743 deaths as compared 
with 23,944 cases and 10,723 deaths 
for the previous week, making a grand 
total of 121,091 cases, and 85,030 
deaths for this year’s epidemic,

Panama, August %26—The politica) 
crisis, due to the reported intention: of 
the United States to oppose as uncon- 
stitutional the election by the national 
assembly of Dr. Carlos Mendoza as 
acting president, is growing in inten- 
sity. The declaration of RR. O. Morse, 


| charge d'affaires, of the Panama lega- 


tion, regarding the ineligibility of Dr. 
Mendoza, has united the Tiberal mem- 
bers of the assembly, whose prominent 
leaders have decided, it is said, to elect 
Mr. Mendoza first vice president and 
acting president without regard to the 
objections of the United States. 

The Panaman government has as yet 
received no official confirmation or 
denial from Washington of the atti- 
tude reported to have been taken by 
the United States, although inquiries 
have been made by the Panaman min- 
ister to Washington, C. C. Arosemena, 
to ascertain the opinion of the depart- 
ment of state. 

The friends of Dr. Mendoza publicly 
assert that they will elect him since 
the national assembly is the only cor- 
poration having the power and right 
to interpret the Panaman constitution 
and laws. They believe that the 
American government cannot and will 
not refuse to recognize the Panaman 
citizen chosen by the assembly, no 
matter who he may be.

TAFT DISCUSSES 
ALE PROBLEM 


He Says It’s Being Solved 
by Education. 


Declares Present Situation in 


South Is Very Hopeful, Be- 


| cause Race Question Is Out 
of Politics---Taft Lauds Book- 
er Washington. 


Beverly, Mass., August -26.—President 
Taft attended at the home of Mrs. 
| Robert S. Bradley, at Prides Crossing, 
this afternoon, a meeting of the board 
of trustees of. Hampton institute, and 
delivered an address on negro educa- 
tion. The president especially plead- 
ed for more liberal financial assistance 
for schools like Hampton and Tuske- 
gee. 


If Taft Had Millions. 

In his address to the Hampton trus- 
tees Mr. Taft’ said; 

“I am not a millionaire, and I have 
never had the feeling of one, but some- 
times one’s imagination takes life and 
you wonder what you would do if you 
had an income of five or six millions a 
year and had the ordinary feelings of 
&a man who wished to help his fellow- 
men. It seems to me that one would 
like first to find those things to which 
he could. be certain he might give 
his money and get a return of good to 
human kind, and in looking about, I 
am very sure that he could not find 
a place in which he could, for the ben- 
efit of human kind, invest his money 
with more certainty of returns than in 
Hampton institute. 

“I think it does not speak quite well 
for all the gentlemen who are contrib- 
uting generously to various causes that 
the head of an institution like Hamp- 
ton, which is the beginning of a great 
movement to solve the race question in 
this country, should be obliged to go 
about seeking $100,000 a year. One 
hundred thousand dollars @ year is the 
income on a certain number of milliong 
and Hampton\ought to have had those 
millions long ago. 


Education to Solve Race Question. 


‘“‘Hampton has done more than merely 
solve the race question in the prop- 
er way. It furnishes to the American 
educator a type of schoo! that is now 
spreading throughout the country. It 
is interesting that it required the so- 
Llution of the problem of the education 
of the negro to present to the white 
educators. the best methods of educat- 
ing the whites. One ofthedangers that 
we are likely to fall into in the north 
in the education of the negro is to for- 
wet the very great necessity for a sim- 
flar education ,for the whites in the 
south. 

“Education is thé solution of the race 
question, when it is directed toward 
giving the negro a self respect and a 
belief in the dignity of labor and in 
the necessity for his making himself 
a valuable member of the community 
in order that the white men may then 
give him what is his due. 


Situation in South Hopeful. 
“T believe the present situation in the 


tiom of the negro question, because 
politics is largely out of it. All inter- 
ests are uniting in this movement to 
teach the ten million negroes how to 
support themselves, how to support 
the community in which they live and 
when their value in the community i» 
demonstrated, as it is being demon- 
straged, the race question will have its 
solution. 

“No one can read the lectures thai 
Booker T. Washington has delivered to 
his own people without realizing that 
he is one of the greatest men of this 
ceuntry, and that he dares to tell them 
the truth in order that they may be- 
gin to build up their lives on a sure 
foundation.”
